alike. Such love is the spirit that promotes liberty, .

David, so beloved of God: David, who had known 
fear and had learned how to combat it. Over and 
over in the Psalms he tells us not to fear. 

David had his problems, experiences that tested 
his faith, in which fear loomed great and over- 
whelming; but he always knew where to find com- 
fort and strength. 

Listen to this from the Moffatt version of 
Psalms 121:7, 8: 

“The Eternal will guard you from all harm,

In 
David's time this meant that God would guard 
him from the enemies that surrounded him, and 
from wild animals when he was forced to live in 
the wilds, 

In our time there are fears of a different kind. 
But notice it is not said that the Eternal will guard 
us from everything except bombs or torpedoes. It 
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from bombs or bullets or the 
fears and heartaches that eat into our very soul. 
The Eternal guards us now.

How comforting it is in these days to know that 
the Eternal does not limit His protection to any 
time or place. We are not taken care of only 

long as we are in the United States. Oh, no.
